Frank F. M erriam approved an 
order of George D. Nordenholt, direc­ 
tor of natural resources, setting the 
season for Septem ber 1 to O ctober 15. 
inclusive, over the en tire state. 
Last 
year. N orthern California hunters had 
a one-month season and those in the 
South had two m onths. 
Bag and possession lim its will re­ 
m ain unchanged at 15 per day and 30 
per week. Shooting will be restricted 
from 7:00 a. m. to sundown. 
U nder the new setup, w herein the 
director of natural resources sets the 
season, subject to executive approval, 
the hunting period cannot be announc­ 
ed until federal authorities have 
is­ 
sued th eir regulations governing mi­ 
gratory birds.

This morning we entered by St. 
Stephens Gate—the one also through 
which the Savior entered on the day 
of triumph; visited the church which 
marks the birthplace of the Virgin 
Mary. Also the Pool of Bethesda, the 
scene of one of Christ's most out 
standing miracles. Went away down 
30 feet to the water which the angel 
used to disturb. Then along to the 
Hall of Antonius where Jesus stood 
before Pilate, the place of scourging, 
and where sentence was pronounced, 
and then along the Via Dolorosa, the 
stages of which are indicated. The 
place where He fell thrice beneath the 
Cross, and where Simon the Cyrinian 
took up the cross to help Jesus. Tra­ 
dition has it that this was the same 
man who came to Jesus, a very rich 
man asking \vtjgt he should do to in­ 
herit eternal life, and went away I 
sorrowful, unwilling to give his pos­ 
sessions to the poor. He repented, 
helped Jesus bear the cross and gave j 
all he had and became one of the 
followers of our Lord. The Via Dol-; 
orsa ends of course at Calvary—I put ¡ 
my hand down through a bronze hole 
and felt the square hole in the rock | 
where the cross was set. It was then 
wedged into an upright position. 
From Calvary to the place of Sepul-! 
chre is a much shorter distance than ' 
I had thought. The grotto is divided 
up among the Greek and Roman Cath­ 
olics and Armenians, with shrines, 
images and lamps, with trappings and 
ornaments innumerable; so much so 
as to quite upset one's conception of 
the place. There is the marble slab, 
much kissed, on which the Savior’s 
body was laid to be washed before 
burial. 
Nearby is the tomb for and of 
Joseph of Aramathea, and his family. 
Few were there today, but on holy 
days throngs. On Easter the holy fire 
is handed out thru holes in the rock 
cavern where the Lord lay, to Roman 
and Greek and other sects, who relay 
the light from their candles to the j 
multitudes without, ’mid much tumult; 
and rejoicing. Khaki clad British ¡ 
soldiers are not far away at any time, j 
The same is true at the Walling j 
Wall, where Arabs and Jews clash on j 
the slightest provocation. 
It is pathetic to see veteran whis­ 
kered Jews—rhythmically bowing as 
they read their Scriptures, and wail 
the sad fate which has overthrown 
Israel, and praying for the restoration 
of the Jewish nation to its former 
glory. Rifles are ever in evidence 
to keep the peace. 
The Temple area and Mosque of 
Omar occupy the site of King Solo- 
man’s temples. Successive temples. 
Solomon’s, Zerubabells, Herod’s and 
others have been built on the dome 
of the rock. The present building of 
Arabic construction is said to be the 
most beautiful in the world. The 
mosaics, columns, 
ceilings, 
floor, 
screens and walls, encrusted with quo­ 
tations from the Koran. The match­ 
less dome of the building arches over 
the dome of the rock. A hole, a foot 
in diameter conducts down to a large 
cavern below, to which were conveyed 
the blood, entrails, etc. of the innum­ 
erable sacrifices of the Jews. From 
there down into the valley below. Of 
course either bare feet, or shoes cov­ 
ered with big canvas overshoes, must 
be worn. 
The narrow old town native streets 
about 8 or 10 feet wide with rough 
cobblestones; tiny shops about 10 feet 


to tarry for supper, and where he was ¡from daylight until dark, tended by

1 love England and with 
Frances I feel as if it w ere hom e to 
me. 
I believe th at after the first 
rom anticism has worn away, I would 
still feel th at 1 could rem ain here the 
rest of my life quite happily. 
I don’t 
mind the inconveniences the way m ost 
A m ericans do at all (incidentally, at 
Oxford, there were more com plaints 
m ade by stuffy Americans about the 
best hotels) aud fall into th ese ways. 
W hen 
I arrived 
at 
Looe 
which 
I had thought of as my headquarters 
more or less for the week before go­ 
ing up to London from th e station 
It looked larger lhan i had anticipated 
and 1 had an im pulse to go right on 
to Polperro which i had planned to 
bicycle from Looe. 
I asked the guard 
at the station and he said, “oh, yes. 
Miss, 
it’s small. 
These are quiet 
places you know !" Well, quiet places 
sounded w onderful . There was a bus 
at th e station ready to go to Polpetro 
and in an hour or less I found m yself 
in 
one 
of 
the quaintest, loveliest 
spots in which I have ever been. 
It 
lies in a cove below close shut in 
green hills and cliffs and in form er 
tim es was the home of th e gentle­ 
m anly pirates, one of whose m ost en- 
terprlsing captains took down 500 car- j 
goes. 
The bridge across th e stream j 
dates from Saxon tim es and th e oldest 
house from the 13th century. 
The 
houses títere are all made of stone 
and m ake me think of som e of the 
older houses in Pennsylvania. 
The 
streets are cobbled and too narrow ^ 
for autos at places, and th e shops 
so quaint. The strangest part of those 
first days was trying to understand 
those people’s English. 
The Cornish 
still speak th eir own dialect and it 
is 
im possible even for an ordinary 
Englishm an to understand them which 
betokens 
the 
isolation 
still 
there 
which is the result of only being a 
little over a hundred miles from Lon­ 
don, the hub of the world. 
But I 
m ean those people 
who 
w ere 
sup­ 
posed to speak the English language. 
They sing the words for one thing 
and vowels are especially pronounced. 
I thought “why. oh why d o n ’t they 
speak clearly !” and one can im agine; 
my su rp rise when I was asked why 
I didn’t speak clearly. 
Somehow th at 
put m e in my place and I tried to 
im agine how I m ust sound to them, 
and 1 think the chief difference in 
sound is th at we speak m ore nasally 
and in pronounciation we've simply 
mixed up a lot of other languages and 
use the consonant sounds m ore pro­ 
nouncedly. 
You will be am used to 
know that at Oxford several A m eri­ 
cans took me for an English girl, but 
m ostly because they said I looked like 
one and talked in a soft voice! 
1 
alw ays felt highly com plim ented at 
those tim es and m ore especially if one 
of the Oxford U niversity students hap­ 
pened to be around, for they did m ake 
such fun of th e Am ericans speech. 
In Polpetro 1 stayed at the hom e of 
a retired naval officer and th is was 
quite by chance, for the place to which 
1 was referred was closed up and the 
people on a holiday and it was at 
this place that 1 m ade Inquiries about 
other places and they so kindly took 
me in. 
I had a white, white bedroom 
w ith a tiny fireplace and a very big 
bed w ith six pillows. 
It was am azing. 
I had some very good talks w ith Mr.
